1 . This Office Action is in response to an Applicant's Appeal Brief filed on April 25, 2006. 
Overall, claims 3, 4, 6-21, 23, and 24 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to disclose or teach a SOx regeneration means that is 
performed after a NOx conversion efficiency, computed after a NOx regeneration means, is less 
than a threshold value. In this way, the SOx regeneration means in the pending application is 
separate and independent from the NOx regeneration means.

Prior Art
